Provide deemed ‘unable’ to meet patient needs shall 
include those with repeated violations of certification requirements, as verified 
by the Division of Licensure and Certification, Alabama Department of 
Public Health (DLC). Providers deemed ‘unwilling’ to meet patient needs 
shall include those who DLC deems to repeatedly decline to accept appropriate 
referrals for home health services without good cause.” 


WHEREAS, following the adoption of the four (4) amendments, the 
committee approved the plan as amended and so advised the State Health 
Planning Agency by letter December 14, 1988, and

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this section with minor modification. Such a rule is a new filing and subject 
to this section but is not Peubject to further notice as provided in subsection 
(a) of section 41-22-5. 


WHEREAS, after consideration at its meeting February 1, 1989, the 
Joint Committee on Administrative Regulation Review disallowed the request 
to withdraw the plan; and in accordance with the requirements of Section

“On the first day of each regular session of the Alabama legislature the 
chairman of the committee shall submit a joint resolution sustaining the 
disapproval under Section 41-22-23 by the joint committee of any proposed 
regulation to each house of the legislature for their study. Such resolution 
with the disapproved rule attached shall be referred by the speaker of the 
house or the lieutenant governor or both to an appropriate committee or 
committees, other than the joint committee on administrative regulation 
review, for consideration and such committee or committees shall schedule 
hearings thereon, if requested by an affected party or the submitting agency. 
The legislature may, by joint resolution, sustain the disapproval of the 
committee under section 41-22-23. In the event the legislature fails to sustain 
such committee disapproval by the adjournment of the next regular session 
of the legislature, the rule shall be reinstated...”

Ane Se J.R.19. EXPRESSING SUPPORT FOR EXTENSION OF STEEL 
s. 


WHEREAS, extension of the steel Voluntary Restraint Arrangements 
(VRAs) will provide America’s steel industry with a necessary, yet measured, 
defense against conditions abroad that have not changed much since the 
VRA program was first instituted in 1984 (e.g. foreign producers still receive 
massive subsidies from their governments, foreign steel markets are still 
tightly restricted to imports, foreign producers still engage in pervasive 
“dumping” of steel, and there is still a serious structural imbalance between 
world steel supply and demand on the order of at least 100 million tons); 


WHEREAS, a five-year extension will give the U.S. Government the 
time it needs to negotiate an end to these ongoing trade-distorting conditions 
abroad, and the U.S. cannot “unilaterally disarm” in steel (by terminating 
the VRAs) until such negotiations have been successfully concluded; 


WHEREAS, VRAs have enabled domestic steel producers to take sig- 
nificant steps to improve their international competitiveness—costs are down 
35 percent since 1982, labor productivity is up 40 percent and quality has 
been greatly improved; 


WHEREAS, despite these competitiveness gains, additional time is needed, 
because (1) the domestic steel industry still lags other major steel-producing 
countries in such key areas as product yield, energy efficiency and continuous 
casting rate, (2) continued restructuring and modernization will be extremely 
expensive and (3) the industry’s underlying economic condition still is fragile 
because of the enormous losses ($12 billion) sustained in 1982-86; 


WHEREAS, unlike most of its major foreign competition (which is 
subsidized), the U.S. steel industry must depend on continued profitability 
for meeting its future restructuring and modernization goals, and the domestic 
steel industry’s continued profitability will be severely threatened if surges 
of unfairly traded imports are allowed to resume (in fact, such surges at this 
time could halt current or future modernization plans in their tracks); 


WHEREAS, VRA extension will continue to require annual cash flow 
commitments from major U.S. steel producers to assure ongoing worker 
retraining, reinvestment in new plant and equipment, and modernization of 
operations—which are critical to the domestic economy in general and U.S. 
steel consumers in particular; 


WHEREAS, the domestic steel industry, and its continued self-help 
efforts to regain full international competitiveness, are uniquely important 
to America’s national security, industrial base and infrastructure; 


WHEREAS, there is no viable alternative to VRAs, because the only 
other alternative—a return to massive, and very costly, trade litigation— 
would cause considerable market disruption that would not be in the best 
interest of the industry, its domestic customers, the U.S. Government, or 
our trading partners (many of whom would face imposition of huge penalty 
duties); now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we support prompt and effective 
extension of America’s steel VRA program for five years; and

REPORT TO THE JUDICIAL COMPENSATION COMMISSION TO THE 
1989 REGULAR SESSION OF THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE 


The State Judicial Compensation Commission hereby files its report to 
the 1989 Regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Alabama which 
convenes February 7, 1989. 


The Commission has considered the matter of recommending the salary 
lah paid from the state treasury for all judges except probate and municipal 
judges. 


Accordingly, it is recommended to the legislature that the salaries of 
justices and judges of the appellate and district courts to be paid from the 
state treasury be fixed as prescribed by the report of this Commission adopted 
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and confirmed by Act Number 85-793; and that the salaries of the circuit 
court judges to be paid from the state treasury be fixed as follows: 


Circuit Court Judges 
—Beginning on October 1, 1989—$65,000 


In making this recommendation, the commission took into consideration 
the following information: 


(1) The latest judicial salary information available indicates the current 
average state-paid annual salary for general jurisdiction trial court judges in 
the eleven southeastern states is $67,823 with Alabama’s the lowest as set 
out herein: Virginia-$81,959, Florida-$81,902, South Carolina-$79,690, North 
Carolina-$69,180, Louisiana-$68,569, Georgia-$67,158, Arkansas-$61,513, 
Kentucky-$61,481, Mississippi-$61,200, Tennessee-$60,600, Alabama-$56,760. 
In July, general trial judges in Mississippi will go to $66,200 and in Kentucky, 
to $64,550. In January, general trial judges in Tennessee will be paid $78,000. 


(2) While many state employees in the merit system are eligible for 
annual merit or step raises of up to five percent annually, judges are not 
eligible for any similar salary adjustments. An attorney in the classified 
service of the state may earn up to $88,504 annually. 


(8) There are currently 65 positions in the classified service of the state 
that provide a top salary level above the state salary of a circuit judge and 
some of these positions authorize entry level pay in excess of the state salary 
of a circuit judge.

SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 31 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy an assessment on forest lands for forest fire protection and 
prevention and to provide for penalties for violations; and to provide fees 
for tax officials assessing and collecting such revenues. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The legislature hereby declares that the threat of a spread 
of wildfire in our forest lands is a matter of major concern. The purpose of 
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this act, therefore, is to provide forestry assistance and to secure the protection 
from, and the prevention of, forest fires. This act should be liberally construed 
to achieve these purposes. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following words shall have the 
meanings stated below, unless the context requires otherwise: 


A. Commission. The Alabama Forestry Commission. 


B. Forest Land. Any land which supports a forest growth or which is 
being used or reserved for any forest purpose and is classified as Class III 
forest property in Section 40-8-1 (b) (3), Code of Alabama 1975, but excludes 
land within the city limit of any incorporated municipality. 


C. Owner. Any person who is engaged in and has an economic risk in 
the business of producing or causing to be produced, for market, forest or 
timer products. 


D. Person. Any individual, partnership, corporation, company, society, 
or association, or other business entity. 


E. Lessee. Any person who leases land for a period over five years for 
the purpose of producing or causing to be produced, for market, forest or 
timber products. 


Section 3. The forestry and fire prevention program provided for in 
this act shall be administered by the Alabama Forestry Commission. The 
Commission shall have the authority to adopt such rules and regulations as 
it deems necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act. 


Section 4. There is hereby levied in this state a finance charge, fee or 
assessment on forest land owned or leased by any person. Proceeds generated 
in each county shall be earmarked for use in the respective county where 
raised to provide for forest fire protection and similar forestry services within 
the county. 


Section 5. The charge, fee, or assessment will be levied and collected 
in the same manner as ad valorem taxes are levied and collected. In the 
first year that the finance charge, fee or assessment herein levied is assessed 
and collected, the ad valorem tax officials assessing and collecting same shall 
be allowed a fee of two percent (2%) for assessing and two percent (2%) 
for collecting; thereafter, said officials shall be allowed a fee of one percent 
(1%) for assessing and one percent (1%) for collecting during each year this 
act is in effect. The fees for assessing and collecting the finance charge, fee 
or assessment herein levied shall be distributed in the same manner as are 
other fees and commissions provided for ad valorem tax officials in this 
state. All revenues or monies collected under the provisions of this act, 
except for the fees heretofore provided for assessing and collecting such 
revenues, shall be distributed by the office of the county tax collector, or 
person charged with the collection of taxes, to the Commission. The first 
assessment and collection of the levy provided for herein shall be during 
and for the fiscal (tax) year beginning October 1 next following the satisfaction 
of all prerequisites required herein for imposition of the levy herein provided. 


Section 6. a. The commission shall authorize a referendum among own- 
ers or lessees of forest land to determine whether an assessment shall be 
levied upon said owners or lessees to offset, in whole or in part, the cost of 
forestry and forest fire protection programs. 
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b. The assessment levied against each owner or lessee under this act 
shall be ten cents ($.10) per acre of forest land owned. 


c. All affected owners or lessees of forest land shall be entitled to vote 
in any such referendum. The Commission shall determine any questions of 
eligibility to vote and shall establish rules and regulations pertaining to the 
vote. 


d. If a majority of those voting at the referendum vote in favor of the 
assessment, then the charge, fee or assessment shall be collected from the 
owners or lessees of forest land. The finance charge, fee or assessment levied 
by this act shall not be effective until a majority vote is obtained according 
to guidelines established by the Commission. 


e. The finance charge, fee or assessment shall be due and payable at 
the same time as county ad valorem taxes. The assessments collected in 
each county under this act shall be promptly remitted directly to the Alabama 
Forestry Commission in the same manner and at the same time as ad valorem 
taxes are paid to agencies for which they are collected. 


f. With respect to any referendum conducted under the provisions of 
this article, the duly certified organization shall, not less than 30 days before 
the date of such referendum, publicly announce the date, hours, polling places 
and rules for voting in the referendum, the amount and basis of the assessment 
proposed to be collected, the means by which such assessment shall be 
collected, and the general purposes to which said amount so collected shall 
be expended and applied. Such notice shall be published by the certified 
organization through the medium of an established forestry publication and 
written notice therefore shall be given to each county agent and Alabama 
Forestry Commission supervisor in this state. 


Section 7. The arrangements for the place, time and management of 
any referendum held under this act shall be under the direction of the 
Commission. The Commission shall bear all expenses incurred in conducting 
the referendum, including the furnishing of ballots and arranging for the 
necessary poll holders. 


Section 8. In the event the referendum conducted under this act fails 
to receive the required number of affirmative votes, the Commission may 
call another referendum after the expiration of two years. 


Section 9. a. An owner or lessee of forest land who fails to pay, upon 
reasonable notice, any assessment levied under this act shall, in addition to 
the assessment, be subject to a per acre penalty as established by the 
Commission’s rules and regulations. 


b. Any finance charge, fee, or assessment levied shall constitute a lien 
on the property against which it is levied. In case of default in the payment 
of such finance charge, fee, or assessment, the subject land may be sold in 
the same manner and under the same conditions that lands are sold for the 
satisfaction of liens for county ad valorem taxes, and redemption from such 
sale may be effected in the same manner as is provided by law for redemption 
where land is sold for nonpayment of ad valorem taxes. 


Section 10. Any county may, by local legislation, increase the amount 
of the finance charge, fee or assessment provided for in this act, but is 
hereby prohibited from decreasing said amount. 
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Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. Assessments, fees, or other charges collected as authorized 
under authority hereof shall not be considered as a tax within the meaning 
of the constitution of Alabama of 1901, or any provision of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective upon the adoption of an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the provisions of 
this act.

15-9, 41-18-11, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the State Insurance Fund, 
so as to provide increased discounts for all insured, establish the office of 
risk man: ger, provide further for surveys of insured property and appurte- 
nances, »rovide for delinquent fees and to repeal Section 41-15-7, Code of 
Alabama 1975.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to alcoholic beverages; to authorize a county-wide election or 
municipal elections to determine whether alcoholic beverages may be sold 
or dispensed on Sunday within any wet county or wet municipality in this 
state. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. (a) Any wet county or wet municipality in this state may 
authorize or prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages within such county or 
municipality on Sunday by an election under this Act, in the following 
manner: 


(1) The probate judge of such wet county must call an election for said 
county to determine the sentiment of the voters of the county as to whether 
or not alcoholic beverages can be legally sold or distributed on Sunday in 
said wet county, upon there being filed with said probate judge, either (i) 
the petition of 25% of the number of voters voting in the last preceding 
general election, or (ii) an ordinance or resolution of the governing body of 
said wet county submitting the issue to the voters of said county. 


(2) The governing body of any wet municipality must call an election 
for said municipality to determine the sentiment of the voters of the mu- 
nicipality residing within its corporate limits, as to whether or not alcoholic 
beverages can be legally sold or distributed on Sunday in said wet munici- 
pality, upon there being filed with the city or town clerk or governing body 
of said municipality either (i) the petition of 25% of the number of voters 
in the last preceding general election, or (ii) an ordinance or resolution of 
the governing body of said wet municipality submitting the issue to its 
voters. 


(b) Said petition for a Sunday sales election shall contain the following: 
“It is petitioned that a countywide (or municipal) election shall be held to 
permit the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within this 
county (or municipality) on Sunday.” On the ballot to be used for such 
county or municipal election, the question shall be in the following form: 
“Do you favor the legal sale and distribution of alcoholic beverages within 
this county (er municipality) on Sunday? Yes..., No....?” 


(c) In the case of a county election, said election shall be held and the 
officers appointed to hold the same in the manner provided by law for 
holding other county elections, and the returns thereof tabulated and results 
certified as provided by law for such county elections. In the case of a 
municipal election, the election shall be held and the officers appointed to 
hold the same in the manner provided by law for holding other municipal 
elections, and the returns thereof tabulated and results certified as provided 
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by law for such municipal elections. Said Sunday sales election shall be held 
at the same time of the primary, general, countywide or municipal election 
next succeeding the date of filing said petition, resolution or ordinance, 
provided, however, said election shall not be held within less than 30 days 
from the date of said filing. 


(d) Notice of said election shall be given: (i) for a county election, by 
the judge of probate by publication or by posting such notice at the courthouse 
apprising the voters of the county, at least three weeks before the date of 
the election, that an election shall be held to determine whether alcoholic 
beverages may be sold in said wet county on Sunday; or (ii) for a municipal 
election by the governing body of the municipality by publication or by 
posting such notice at the town or city hall apprising the voters of the 
municipality, at least three weeks before the date of the election, that an 
election shall be held to determine whether alcoholic beverages may be sold 
in said wet municipality on Sunday. The cost of said election shall be paid 
out of the general fund of the county if a county election, or out of the 
general fund of the municipality if a municipal election. 


(e) Only qualified voters shall vote in said election. If a majority of the 
voters of the county voting in said county election vote “Yes,” alcoholic 
beverages can be legally sold, distributed and consumed within said county 
on Sunday; and if a majority of the voters residing in the corporate limits 
of said municipality vote “Yes” in said municipal election, alcoholic beverages 
can be legally sold, distributed and consumed within the corporate limits of 
said municipality on Sunday, until said county or municipality shall in an 
election held under this Act change its status from wet to dry or shall vote 
pain the sale, distribution and consumption of alcoholic beverages on 

unday. 


(f) If a majority of the voters voting in said county election vote “No,” 
alcoholic beverages cannot be sold, distributed or consumed in said county 
(except in municipalities which have voted “Yes” in a municipal election) 
on Sunday after the hour of 2 o’clock A.M., except as otherwise authorized 
by law or by a subsequent election which legalizes the sale, distribution or 
consumption of alcoholic beverages on Sunday. If a majority of the voters 
voting in said municipal election vote “No,” alcoholic beverages cannot be 
sold, distributed or consumed in said municipality on Sunday after the hour 
of 2 o’clock A.M., except as otherwise authorized by law or by a subsequent 
election which legalizes the sale, distribution or consumption of alcoholic 
beverages on Sunday. 


(g) Said elections in said county or said municipality shall be held at 
the time of the primary, general, county-wide, or if a municipal election, at 
the time of the primary, general, county-wide, or municipal election; provided, 
that a period of not less than 720 days must elapse between the dates of 
such elections; provided, however, said election may be held at the first 
primary, general or county-wide election, or if a municipal election, municipal 
election held after the passage of this Act; provided further, a county-wide 
Sunday sales election and a municipal Sunday sales election may be held at 
the same time, and either or both may be held at the time of a county- 
wide wet/dry election, and a municipal Sunday sales election may be held 
at the same time as a municipal option election. 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict or are inconsistent 
with this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, under the provisions of the Act No. 86-526, an Interim 
Committee on Municipal Government of the Legislature of Alabama was 
organized with eight (8) members of the Legislature, four (4) from the House 
appointed by the Speaker and four (4) from the Senate appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor, and the Committee has submitted its report to the 
Legislature. 


The Committee made numerous recommendations with respect to the 
organization, function, administration, financial framework, election proce- 
dures, forms of government procedures, and the impact of growth and 
urbanization on Alabama cities and towns; and 


WHEREAS, the current Legislature has adopted several bills studied by 
the Committee and will no doubt adopt several additional pieces of legislation 
which the Interim Committee recommended and there is a need to continue 
and complete the study begun by the said Interim Committee inasmuch as 
many areas, which the Committee studied, require further study in depth 
and require positive recommendations to the Legislature from the Committee; 
now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in order to further suggest to 
the State Legislators additional sound, workable, financially feasible and 
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economically possible methods of administration for Alabama’s municipal 
governments, the operation of the Interim Committee on Municipal Gov- 
ernment of the Legislature of Alabama is hereby continued. The committee 
shall be composed of eight (8) members of the Legislature, four (4) members 
from the House to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) 
members from the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It 
shall be the duty and function of the Committee to analyze the present 
status of municipal government in Alabama and to make recommendations 
for legislation and constitutional revision which it considers necessary or 
desirable to enable the municipal governments of this State to more adequately 
meet and furnish the services and requirements of their citizens. 


In reviewing the status and the laws of municipal governments in 
Alabama, the Committee shall consider and make studies of, but shall not 
limit its consideration, to the following items: 


1. An assessment and study of the impact of reduced federal funds and 
the problems to municipalities created thereby; the study to suggest methods 
whereby municipalities may continue furnishing services notwithstanding the 
reduction of federal assistance; the study also to include a review of the 
block grant delivery system of federal assistance. 


2. A study and assessment of the problems faced by municipalities 
because of the mounting problems connected with sanitary sewage (waste 
water) disposal and a suggested avenue of meeting the tremendous expenses 
connected with such disposal; and a suggested funding mechanism to cover 
the cost of disposal. 


3. A study of hazardous waste disposal and suggested solutions of the 
problems created by hazardous wastes. 


4. A study of the infrastructure needs of Alabama towns and cities with 
particular emphasis on the study of road and street systems and their 
maintenance and repair. 


5. A review with recommendations as to how municipalities can best 
improve the delivery of services of all types to their citizens. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Committee shall be appointed 
during the 1989 Regular Session and shall not consume more than forty- 
five (45) working days in performing its functions and that its report be 
finished in time for presentation of a preliminary report during the first 
week of the 1990 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature and a final 
report to be submitted during the 1990 Regular Session of the Alabama 
Legislature and that as far as practical that all meetings of the Committee 
shall be held in the State House Building or in the State Capitol and be 
opened to the public. The Secretary of the Senate or Clerk of the House is 
hereby required to provide one (1) clerk, who shall be a competent stenog- 
rapher, and the Committee is hereby empowered to employ such other 
personnel, including reporters and attorneys, as the Committee shall deem 
necessary. The Committee is hereby empowered to expend funds for the 
purpose of correspondence with prospective witnesses, in preparation of 
reports and in general expenses incident to the work of the Committee. Each 
member of the Committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative com- 
pensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each day he attends the 
meeting of the Committee which shail be paid out of the funds appropriated 
to the use of the Legislature on warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisition signed by the Committee’s chairman. Provided, that mem- 
bers shall not receive additional legislative compensation or per diem when 
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the Legislature is in session. The Chairman of the Committee shall certify 
the sums due to the clerk or other employees of the Committee. The total 
amount of funds expended by the Committee in carrying out the study shall 
not exceed the sum of $7,000.00. The Lieutenant Governor and the Speaker 
of the House shall jointly designate one of the members of the Committee 
as Chairman and one member to be Vice-Chairman. The Lieutenant Governor 
and the Speaker of the House shall be ex officio members of the Committee 
and shall receive compensation at the rate paid out members for each day 
that they sit with the Committee in its work on the subjects and problems 
listed in this resolution, or in handling any other matters agreed upon by 
the Committee in line with the general purpose of the Committee.

WHEREAS, losses to the wildlife resources, agricultural crops and live- 
stock herds have been noted in a significant number of areas, and the 
potential for volume losses is considered great by many hunters, farmers and 
ranchers; and 


WHEREAS, very little appears to be known about the coyote in Alabama 
and the degree of its impact on these Alabama resources; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a joint 
interim legislative committee to study the control of coyotes in the State of 
Alabama. The committee shall be composed of 3 members of each house, 
to be appointed by the presiding officer of each house along with represen- 
tatives from the Alabama Farmers Federation, the Alabama Cattleman’s 
Association, the Alabama Department of Agriculture and Industries, the U.S.

To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance and development 
of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital improvements for 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990. 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public education 
in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990, and for the public debt, 
to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the 
amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in 
subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds 
other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For 
the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund and “Federal and Local Funds shall mean all gifts, fn contributions, 
or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United tes, municipalities 
or counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund and the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Surplus, Alabama 
Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public School Fund and are 
hereby made for the support of public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending

SECTION 5. 


In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including grants by the 
Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any department, divi- 
sion, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer of the State of 

ama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are recurring, are 
reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which 
the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, municipal 
and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as deemed necessary 
by mutual agreement between said entities and the State of Alabama, Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services 
performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated 
if necessary to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, 
to be expended through the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 
1975. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the State 
Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the law and rules 
and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds 
appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State Board of 
Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. 
All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid on request by the Comptroller in 
the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law authorizing 
or permitting any college, school or other education or eleemosynary institution of 
the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, 
trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, 
collect or disburse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which 
will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropri- 
ation. 


SECTION 8. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, commis- 
sions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make the transfer of funds 
to the State Personnel Department in the amounts enumerated in the General 
Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990. 


SECTION 9. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other than the 
exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Section 41-4-93, 
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shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following the 
fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the 
credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the appropriation or 
appropriations were made. 


SECTION 10. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of 
any appropriation or appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional 
or invalid, such holding shall not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision or portion of this Act or any other appropriation or 
appropriations or portion thereof hereby made. 


SECTION 11. 
This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1989.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public education 
in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990, and for the public debt, 
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to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the 
amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in 
subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds 
other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For 
the purpose of this Act, “ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund and “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, 
or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties.

SECTION 5. 


In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including grants by the 
Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any department, divi- 
sion, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer of the State of 
Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are recurring, are 
reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
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institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for 
which the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, 
county, municipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such 
sums as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and 
the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to 
partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All 
such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the 
Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be 
expended through the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 
1975. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the 
State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the 
law and rules and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of 
any and all funds appropriated to the State Department of Education and/ 
or the State Board of Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller 
shall issue his warrant therefor. All other appropriations in this Act shall 
be paid on request by the Comptroller in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law 
authorizing or permitting any college, school or other education or elee- 
mosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, 
tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, which are 
now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or disburse. The 
receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain separate accounts 
for such receipts or shal! maintain a system of accounting which will show 
a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropriation. 


SECTION 8. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, 
commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said depart- 
ments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make 
the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in the amounts 
enumerated in the General Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1990. 


SECTION 9. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other 
than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, 
Section 41-4-93, shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately 
following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made and shall 
revert to the credit of the ASETF or the trust fund from which the 
appropriation or appropriations were made.

In the event that a court of competent jurisdiction should order the 
state of Alabama to repay any sales tax paid by any hospital for prescription 
drugs pursuant to Section 40-23-4.1, Code of Alabama 1975, or in the event 
negotiations among the interested parties should fail to reach a successful 
and satisfactory agreement, the Governor is hereby authorized to release 
funds from the ASETF in an amount sufficient for the repayment of any 
sales tax refunds.

the Governor. 
SECTION 11. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph,

To abolish all previous salary supplements and expense allowances paid

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to the salary paid to each of the circuit judges 
of the 33rd Judicial Circuit by the State, there shall also be paid to each 
of said judges a supplemental salary set out as follows: Beginning on October 
1, 1989, an amount equal to twenty-five percent of the base state salary 
paid to circuit court judges. Beginning on October 1, 1990, an amount equal 
to thirty percent of the base state salary paid to circuit court judges. Beginning 
on October 1, 1991, an amount equal to thirty-five percent of the base state 
salary paid to circuit court judges. For the purposes of this Act, the base 
state salary of circuit court judges shall be that base state salary upon which 
percentage supplements for other circuit court judges is figured. Such sup- 
plemental salary shall be paid out of the general funds of each of the counties 
comprising such circuit in a pro rata amount based on the most recent 
official decennial census of the United States and shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments. Such supplements shall be in lieu of any other sup- 
plemental salary or expense allowance heretofore provided for by law to be 
paid by the counties in such circuit to circuit court judges. All previous 
supplements and expense allowances paid to the circuit judges of the 33rd 
Judicial Circuit are abolished effective September 30, 1989. 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. if any part of the 
Act is declared unconstitutional such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains.

Section 3. As used in this Act, the following terms shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them by this Section: 


(1) OBSCENE. Such term means that: 


a. The average person, applying contemporary community standards, 
would find that the material, taken as a whole, appeals to the prurient 
interest; and 


b. The material depicts or describes, in a patently offensive way, sexual 
conduct, actual or simulated, normal or perverted; and 


c. A reasonable person would find that the material, taken as a whole, 
lacks serious literary, artistic, political or scientific value. 


(2) MATERIAL. Any book, magazine, newspaper, printed or written 
matter, writing, description, picture, drawing, animation, photograph, motion 
picture, film, video tape, pictorial representation, depiction, image, electrical 
or electronic reproduction, broadcast, transmission, telephone communication, 
sound recording, article, device, equipment, matter, oral communication, live 
performance, or dance, 


(3) SEXUAL CONDUCT. Such term means: 


a. Any act of sexual intercourse, masturbation, urination, defecation, 
lewd exhibition of the genitals, sadomasochistic abuse, bestiality, or the 
fondling of the sex organs of animals; or 


b. Any other physical contact with a person’s unclothed genitals, pubic 
area, buttocks, or the breast or breasts of a female, whether alone or between 
members of the same or opposite sex or between a human and an animal, 
in an act of sexual stimulation, gratification or perversion. 


(4) SEXUAL INTERCOURSE. Intercourse, whether genital-genital, 
oral-genital, anal-genital or oral-anal, and whether between persons of the 
same or opposite sex or between a human and an animal. 


(5) SADO-MASOCHISTIC ABUSE. Such terms means: 


a. Flagellation or torture, in an act of sexual stimulation, by or upon a 
person who is nude or clad in undergarments or in a revealing or bizarre 
costume; or 


b. The binding or physical restraining or a person who is nude or clad 
in undergarments or in a revealing or bizarre costume in an act of sexual 
stimulation. 


(6) SEXUALLY DEVIANT CONDUCT. Any act of bestiality, fondling 
of the sex organs of animals, sexual intercourse between a human and an 
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animal, or any other physical contact with a person’s unclothed genitals, 
pubic area, buttocks, or the breast or breasts of a female between a human 
and an animal, in an act of sexual stimulation, gratification or perversion. 


(7) PERSON. Any individual and, except where inappropriate, any 
partnership, firm, association, corporation or other legal entity. 


(8) NON-CONSENTING ADULT. A person over the age of nineteen 
years to whom obscene material has been disseminated publicly without that 
persons’ consent. 


(9) KNOWINGLY. Such term means knowingly, as defined by Code of 
Alabama 1975, Section 13A-2-2(2), doing an act involving a material when 
the person knows the nature of the material. 


(10) RECKLESSLY. Such term means recklessly, as defined by Code 
of Alabama 1975, Section 13A-2-2(3), doing an act involving a material when 
the person knows the nature of the material. 


(11) KNOWS THE NATURE OF THE MATERIAL. A person knows 
the nature of the material when any one of the following exists: 


a. The person knows the nature of the material; 
b. The person has reason to know the nature of the material; 


c. The person has a belief or reasonable ground for belief as to the 
nature of the material which warrants further inspection or inquiry of the 
character and content of the material. 


(12) DISTRIBUTE. To import, export, sell, rent, lend, transfer posses- 
sion of or title to, display, exhibit, show, present, provide, broadcast, transmit, 
retransmit, communicate by telephone, play, orally communicate or perform. 


(13) DISSEMINATE PUBLICLY. To expose, place, perform, exhibit, 
show or in any fashion display any material in such a manner that the 
material can be readily seen and its content or character distinguished by 
normal unaided vision in any public place or any place to which members 
of the general public are invited, public or private. 


(14) FOR ANY THING OF PECUNIARY VALUE. In exchange for, 
in return for, or for any consideration consisting of, whether wholly or partly: 


a. Any money, negotiable instrument, debt, credit, chose in action, 
interest in wealth, or any other property whether real or personal, tangible 
or intangible; or 


b. Any offer or agreement to pay, furnish or provide any money, ne- 
gotiable instrument, debt, credit, chose in action, interest in wealth, or any 
other property whether real or personal, tangible or intangible. 


(15) IMPORT. To bring or cause to be brought into the State of Alabama 
from outside of the state. 


(16) EXPORT. The send or cause to be sent outside of the State of 
Alabama from inside the state. 


(17) MINOR. Any unmarried person under the age of nineteen years. 
(18) HARMFUL TO MINORS. Such term means: 


a. The average person, applying contemporary community standards, 
would find that the material, taken as a whole appeals to the prurient interest 
of minors; and 
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b. The material depicts or describes sexual conduct, breast nudity or 
genital nudity, in a way which is patently offensive to prevailing standards 
in the adult community with respect to what is suitable for minors; and 


c. A reasonable person would find that the material, taken as a whole, 
lacks serious literary, artistic, political or scientific value for minors. 


(19) BREAST NUDITY. The showing of the post-pubertal human fe- 
male breasts below a point immediately above the top of the areola. 


(20) GENITAL NUDITY. The showing of the human male or female 
genitals or pubic area. 


(21) DISPLAY FOR SALE. The expose, place, exhibit, show, or in any 
fashion display any material for the purpose of the sale of such material to 
any person in such a manner that a minor can physically examine or see 
the material. 


(22) PRODUCE. Create, make, write, film, produce, reproduce, direct, 
or stage. 


(23) WHOLESALER. A person who distributes material for the purpose 
of resale or commercial distribution at retail. 


Section 4. (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly dis- 
tribute, possess with intent to distribute, or offer or agree to distribute to 
any non-consenting adult any obscene material for any thing of pecuniary 
value. Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10,000.00 and may also be imprisoned in the county jail or sentenced to 
hard labor for the county for not more than one year. 


(2) It shall be unlawful for any person, being a wholesaler, to knowingly 
distribute, possess with intent to distribute, or offer or agree to distribute, 
for the purpose of resale of commercial distribution at retail, any sexually 
deviant material for any thing of pecuniary value. Any person who violates 
this subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than $20,000.00 and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than one year. 


(3) It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly produce, or offer 
or agree to produce, any sexually deviant material for any thing of pecuniary 
cone Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty of a Class C. 
elony. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly disseminate 
publicly any obscene material to non-consenting adults. Any person who 
violates this subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $10,000.00 and may also be 
imprisoned in the county jail for not more than one year. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly disseminate 
publicly any sexually deviant material. Any person who violates this sub- 
section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than $10,000.00 and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not more than one year. 


Section 7. It shall be an affirmative defense to a charge of violating 
Sections 4, 5 and 6 that the act charged was done for a bona fide medical, 
scientific, educational, legislative, judicial, or law enforcement purpose. 
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Section 8. (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly or 
recklessly distribute to a minor, possess with intent to distribute to a minor, 
or offer or agree to distribute to a minor any material which is harmful to 
minors. Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $10,000.00 and may also be imprisoned in the county jail for not more 
than one year. 


(2) It shall be unlawful for any person to openly and knowingly display 
for sale at any business establishment frequented by minors, or any other 
place where minors are or may be invited as part of the general public, any 
material which is harmful to minors, or any other place where minors are 
or may be invited as part of the general public, any material which is harmful 
to minors; provided, however, that a person shall not be deemed to have 
violated the provisions of this subsection, relating to display for sale, by 
displaying material harmful to minors in a private room or area clearly 
marked “for adults only” to which minors are barred, or in sealed wrappers 
or behind opaque covers commonly known as “blinder racks” so that in 
either event the lower two-thirds of the material are concealed from view, 
and in any event the content of such material is not available for inspection 
by minors. Any person who violates this subsection shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $10,000.00 and may also be imprisoned in the county jail for not more 
than one year. 


(3) The following shall be affirmative defenses to a charge of violating 
this section as it may relate to a particular minor: 


(a) The minor exhibited to the defendant, his agent or employee a draft 
card, driver’s license, birth certificate, marriage license or other governmental 
document purporting to show that such minor was not an unmarried person 
under the age of nineteen years and the person to whom the document was 
exhibited did not otherwise have reasonable cause to believe that such minor 
was an unmarried person under the age of nineteen. 


(b) A parent or legal guardian accompanied the minor or consented to 
the act charged. 


(c) The defendant is the parent or legal guardian of the minor. 


(d) The act charged was done for a bona fide medical, scientific, edu- 
cational, legislative, judicial or law enforcement purpose. 


Section 9. The Governor of this state may demand from the governor 
of any other state the extradition of any person found in such other state 
who is charged with any violation of any of the provisions of this Act. 


Section 10. (1) When there is reason to believe that any person is 
violating or is about to violate any of the provisions of this Act, the Attorney 
General or District Attorney may initiate a civil action in the circuit court 
in the name of the State of Alabama against such person for preliminary 
and permanent injunctive relief, to prevent or enjoin the violation. The 
Alabama Rules of Civil Procedure shall apply to the extent that such rules 
are not inconsistent with this section; provided, however, that no temporary 
restraining order shall be issued pursuant to this section. No bond shall be 
required of the official bringing of the action and the official, the political 
subdivision and the officers, agents, and employees of the political subdivision 
shall not be liable for costs or damages, other than court costs, by reason 
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of injunctive orders not being granted or where judgement is entered in favor 
of the defendant by the trial or an appellate court. 


(2) The court shall hold the hearing on the preliminary injunction at 
the earliest possible time after service of the complaint and motion for 
preliminary injunction upon the defendant. It shall be the duty of the State 
of Alabama at the hearing to prove by clear and convincing evidence that 
the violation is being or is about to be committed. The court shall then 
issue an order granting or denying the preliminary injunction at the earliest 
possible time after the conclusion of the hearing. 


(3) The defendant shall have the right to demand a trial on the merits 
to begin within thirty days after issuance or denial or the preliminary 
injunction. The finding of the court regarding the question of whether the 
material is disseminated publicly to non-consenting adults or is sexually 
deviant or is harmful to minors at the preliminary injunction stage shall 
not be binding upon the final order on the merits at trial on the permanent 
injunction. The court shall reserve the right to reconsider its preliminary 
findings based upon the evidence or testimony which may be introduced at 
such trial. It shall be the duty of the State of Alabama at trial to prove by 
clear and convincing evidence that the violation is being or is about to be 
committed. The court shall then issue an order granting or denying the 
pemaient injunction at the earliest possible time after the conclusion of 
the trial. 


(4) If the court enters a final order denying the permanent injunction 
on the basis that the material is not sexually deviant or harmful to minors 
or has not been disseminated publicly to non-consenting adults, as the case 
may be, then no contempt shall be found for violation of any preliminary 
injunction relating thereto. Nothing in this section shall be deemed to 
authorize a prior restraint of speech in violation of the United States 
Constitution. Hearings and determinations required pursuant to Section 9 
shall take precedence over all other matters, and, in any event such hearings 
shall be held and determinations made within time limits mandated by the 
United States Constitution. 


Section 11. (i) The following are subject to forfeiture: 


(a) All obscene material which is disseminated publicly to non-consenting 
adults, all sexually deviant material, and material which is harmful to minors 
used, intended to be used or obtained in violation of the provisions of this 
act; 


(b) All moneys, negotiable instruments, and funds used, intended to be 
used, or obtained in any violation of the provisions of this Act; 


(c) All proceeds or receipts derived from property which is subject to 
forfeiture pursuant to Sections 10(1)(a) and 10(1)(b). 


(2) Property subject to forfeiture may be seized by state, county or 
municipal law enforcement agencies upon process issued by any court having 
jurisdiction over the property upon a showing of probably cause. In the 
event of seizure, forfeiture proceedings shall be instituted promptly and as 
hereinafter provided in Section 10(4). Such proceedings shall be brought 
under time limits mandated by the United States Constitution. 


(3) Property taken or detained under this section shall not be subject 
to replevin but is deemed to be in the custody of the state, county or 
municipal law enforcement agency subject only to the orders and judgment 
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of the court having jurisdiction over the forfeiture proceedings. When property 
is seized under this Act, the state, county or municipal law enforcement 
agency may: 


(a) Place the property under seal; 
(b) Remove the property to a place designated by it; and 


(c) In the case of real property or fixtures, post notice of the seizure 
on the property, and file and record notice of seizure in the probate office. 


(4) The Attorney General or District Attorney may initiate a forfeiture 
action in the name of the State of Alabama in the circuit court. The action 
shall be heard and determined within time limits mandated by the United 
States Constitution. It shall be an affirmative defense to the forfeiture action 
that the owner of the obscene material which has been disseminated publicly 
to non-consenting adults, sexually deviant material, material which is harmful 
to minors, moneys, negotiable instruments, funds, proceeds or receipts, neither 
consented to nor had knowledge of the acts which would otherwise result 
in forfeiture. It shall be an affirmative defense to any bona fide lienholder 
to the extent of the lienholder’s interest that the lienholder neither consented 
to nor had knowledge of the acts which would otherwise result in forfeiture. 


(5) Nothing in this section shall be deemed to authorize a prior restraint 
of speech in violation of the United States Constitution. 


(6) The court shall issue such forfeiture and seizure orders as are proper 
under the law and facts. The court shall order obscene material which has 
been disseminated publicly to non-consenting adults, sexually deviant material 
and material which is harmful to minors which is forfeited to be destroyed 
or retained for official law enforcement use. The court shall further order 
such moneys, negotiable instruments, funds, proceeds, or receipts, which are 
forfeited to be (a) distributed directly to the general fund of the state, county, 
or municipality whose enforcement agencies investigated the acts resulting 
in forfeiture or (b) sold and distributed, after payment of all proper expenses 
relating to the forfeiture and sale, to the general fund of the state or any 
county or municipality whose department, office, or agency contributed to 
the investigation of the acts resulting in forfeiture, based upon the contri- 
bution, including expenses, of the department, office, or agency, or agency 
as determined by the court. 


(7) Where any property of a person is subject to forfeiture pursuant to 
this section but because of any act, omission, or consent by such person the 
property (a) cannot be located upon the exercise of due diligence, (b) has 

een transferred or sold to, or deposited with, a third party, (c) has been 
placed beyond the jurisdiction of the court, (d) has been substantially di- 
minished in value or, (e) has been commingled with other property which 
cannot be divided without difficulty, and the person participated either as 
a principal, aider and abettor, or conspirator in the acts subjecting the 
property to forfeiture, the Attorney General or District Attorney may initiate 
a civil action in the name of the State of Alabama against the person for 
forfeiture of a money judgement amount up to the value of and in lieu of 
the property described in (a) through (e) of this subsection. Such judgment 
upon satisfaction shall be distributed as provided in subsection (6) of this 
section. 


Section 11. The provisions of this Act shall not be deemed to repeal, 
amend, affect, or limit the Alabama Red Light Abatement Act or the 
provisions of the Code of Alabama pertaining to obscene materials displaying 
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or depicting children, as contained in Sections 13A-12-190 through 13A-12-198, 
Code of Alabama 1975. Nothing in this Act shall be presumed to invalidate, 
repeal, or preempt, any city or county ordinance governing the subject matter 
of this Act and not in conflict with the provisions of this Act. 


Section 12. The criminal provisions of this Act shall not apply to bona 
fide public libraries, or public school or college or university libraries, or 
their employees or agents acting on behalf of the legitimate educational 
purposes of such public libraries, or public school or college or university 
ibraries. 


Section 13. Any offenses committed prior to the effective date of this 
Act as provided in Section 15 must be construed and punished according 
to the provisions of law existing at the time of the commission thereof in 
the same manner as if this Act had not been enacted. 


Section 14. The piovinione of this Act are severable. If any part of this 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its pas- 
sage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

S.31. To levy an assessment on forest lands for forest fire protection 
and prevention and to provide for penalties for violations. 


The question was on the substitute offered by Senator Bedsole, which 
ae substitute is set out in the Journal of the Senate for the Eighth Legislative 
ay. 


On motion of Senator Bedsole, said substitute was laid on the table. 
Senator Bedsole then offered the following substitute No. 2 for the Bill, 
S. B. 31, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE NO. 2 FOR S. B. 31 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To levy an assessment on forest lands for forest fire protection and 
prevention and to provide for penalties for violations. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The legislature hereby declares that the threat of a spread 
of wildfire in our forest lands is a matter of major concern. The purpose of 
this act, therefore, is to provide forestry assistance and to secure the protection 
from, and the prevention of, forest fires. This act should be liberally construed 
to achieve these purposes. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following words shall have the 
meanings stated below, unless the context requires otherwise: 


A. Commission. The Alabama Forestry Commission. 


B. Forest Land. Any land which supports a forest growth or which is 
being used or reserved for any forest purpose and is classified as Class III 
forest property in Section 40-8-1 (b) (3), Code of Alabama 1975, but excludes 
land within the city limit of any incorporated municipality. 
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C. Owner. Any person who is engaged in and has an economic risk in 
the business of producing or causing to be produced, for market, forest or 
timber products. 


D. Person. Any individual, partnership, corporation, company, society, 
or association, or other business entity. 


E. Lessee. Any person who leases land for a period over five years for 
the purpose of producing or causing to be produced, for market, forest or 
timber products. 


Section 3. The forestry and fire prevention program provided for in 
this act shall be administered by the Alabama Forestry Commission. The 
Commission shall have the authority to adopt such rules and regulations as 
it deems necessary to effectuate the purposes of this act. 


Section 4. There is hereby levied in this state an assessment on forest 
land owned or leased by any person. Proceeds generated in each county shall 
be earmarked for use in the respective county where raised to provide for 
forest fire protection and similar forestry services within the county. 


Section 5. The assessment will be levied and collected in the same 
manner as ad valorem taxes are levied and collected. In the first year that 
the assessment herein levied is assessed and collected, the ad valorem tax 
officials assessing and collecting, same shall be allowed a fee of two percent 
(2%) for assessing and two percent (2%) for collecting; thereafter, said officials 
shall be allowed a fee of one percent (1%) for assessing and one percent 
(1%) for collecting during each year this act is in effect. The fees for assessing 
and collecting the assessment herein levied shall be distributed in the same 
manner as are other fees and commissions provided for ad valorem tax 
officials in this State. All revenues or monies collected under the provisions 
of this act, except for the fees heretofore provided for assessing and collecting 
such revenues, shall be distributed by the office of the county tax collector, 
or person charged with the collection of taxes, to the Commission. The first 
assessment and collection of the levy provided for herein shall be during 
and for the fiscal (tax) year beginning October 1 next following the satisfaction 
of all prerequisites required herein for imposition of the levy herein provided. 


Section 6. a. The commission shall authorize a referendum among own- 
ers or lessees of forest land to determine whether an assessment shall be 
levied upon said owners or lessees to offset, in whole or in part, the cost of 
forestry and forest fire protection programs. 


b. The assessment levied against each owner or lessee under this act 
shall be ten cents ($.10) per acre of forest land owned. 


c. All affected owners or lessees of forest land shall be entitled to vote 
in any such referendum. The Commission shall determine any questions of 
eligibility to vote and shall establish rules and regulations pertaining to the 
vote. 


d. If a majority of those voting at the referendum vote in favor of the 
assessment, then the assessment shall be collected from the owners or lessees 
of forest land. The assessment levied by this act shall not be effective until 
a majority vote is obtained according to guidelines established by the Com- 
mission. 


e. The assessment shall be due and payable at the same time as county 
ad valorem taxes. The assessments collected in each county under this act 
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shall be promptly remitted directly to the Alabama Forestry Commission in 
the same manner and at the same time as ad valorem taxes are paid to 
agencies for which they are collected. 


f. With respect to any referendum conducted under the provisions of 
this article, the Alabama Forestry Commission or its designee shall, not less 
than 30 days before the date of such referendum, publicly announce the 
date, hours, polling places and rules for voting in the referendum, the amount 
and basis of the assessment proposed to be collected, the means by which 
such assessment shall be collected, and the general purposes to which said 
amount so collected shall be expended and applied. Such notice shall be 
published by the certified organization through the medium of an established 
forestry publication and written notice thereof shall be given to each county 
agent and Alabama Forestry Commission supervisor in this state. 


Section 7. The arrangements for the place, time and management of 
any referendum held under this act shall be under the direction of the 
Commission. The Commission shall bear all expenses incurred in conducting 
the referendum, including the furnishing of ballots and arranging for the 
necessary poll holders. 


Section 8. In the event the referendum conducted under this act fails 
to receive the required number of affirmative votes, the Commission may 
call another referendum after the expiration of two years. 


Section 9. a. An owner or lessee of forest land who fails to pay, upon 
reasonable notice, any assessment levied under this act shall, in addition to 
the assessment, be subject to a per acre penalty as established by the 
Commission’s rules and regulations. 


b. Any assessment levied shall constitute a lien on the property against 
which it is levied. In case of default in the payment of such finance charge, 
fee, or assessment, the subject land may be sold in the same manner and 
under the same conditions that lands are sold for the satisfaction of liens 
for county ad valorem taxes, and redemption from such sale may be effected 
in the same manner as is provided by law for redemption where land is sold 
for nonpayment of ad valorem taxes. 


Section 10. This assessment, when effective, shall supersede any local 
per-acre assessment, charge, fee or tax, however denominated, on forest lands 
to the extent of ten (10) cents per acre. Local assessments in excess of ten 
(10) cents per acre are not superseded to the extent of such excess. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. Assessments collected as authorized under authority hereof 
shall not be considered as a tax within the meaning of the constitution of 
Alabama of 1901, or any provision of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective upon the adoption of an 
amendment to the Constitution of Alabama authorizing the provisions of 
this act.

The Standing Committee on Governmental Affairs reported the following 
substitute for the Bill, S. B. 21, to-wit: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR S. B. 21 
A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to elections; to create and establish a state board of elections; 
to establish, operate and maintain a statewide voter file maintenance system 
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under a director of voter registration as a service to county boards of registrars 
to assist them in updating their voter lists and to provide that this act shall 
be supplemental to existing election laws. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The state of Alabama shall provide for the establishment, 
operation and maintenance of a centralized statewide voter registration file 
maintenance system as a service to the boards of registrars. As an oversight 
board for such system, there is hereby created and established a state board 
of elections composed of five members, to be appointed as follows: 


One member by the Governor for an initial term of three years; 


One member by the Lieutenant Governor for an initial term of four 
years; 


One member by the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court for an initial 
term of five years; 


F One member by the Secretary of State for an initial term of two years; 
an 


One member by the Attorney General for an initial term of one year. 
Such appointments shall be made no later than September 30, 1989. Persons 
appointed to such board shall have reasonable knowledge of the workings 
of voter registration and election laws and shall serve without compensation 
for their services. The Chief Justice’s appointee shall always serve as chair- 
person. Such board shall meet biannually on dates agreed upon by its 
members.

otherwise no longer qualified to vote as may be provided by law; 


(2) Make such changes necessary to keep said file current so as to 
include all registered voters of the state as such information is reported to 
the director of the Office of Voter Registration by the boards of registrars 
or judges of probate of the various counties; 


(3) Maintain all information furnished to the director of the Office of 
Voter Registration relating to the inclusion or deletion of names from the 
list of registered voters; 
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(4) Acquire by purchase, lease, or contract, the use of such equipment 
as is required to establish a fully centralized voter file system. Such system 
shall provide for the computerization of all of the offices of the boards of 
registrars throughout the state upon legislative approval of funds for such 
computerization; communication of necessary information between the boards 
of registrars and the director of the Office of Voter Registration; store and

(8) Furnish, at a reasonable charge, voter registration lists including the 
names, addresses, and political subdivisions or voting places to candidates 
for election or political party nomination to further their candidacy, political 
party committees or officials thereof for political purposes only, incumbent 
officeholders to report to their constituents; nonprofit organizations which 
promote voter participation and registration for that purpose only; and for 
no other purpose and to no one else. 


Section 2. To continuously and automatically identify the names of 
persons to be purged from the voters list, the appropriate state departments 
or agencies shall provide to the director of the Office of Voter Registration, 
as such information is recorded by said departments, the names and iden- 
tifying information set out below of any person age 18 or older who: 


(1) Has died, with date of birth and social security number (if such 
number is known), last known address with county of residence, and date 
of death, as provided by the bureau of vital statistics of the state health 
department; 


(2) Has been convicted of a felony with date of birth and social security 
number (if such number is known), last known address with county of 
residence, and date of conviction as provided by the Alabama Criminal 
Justice Information Systems. 


Section 3. In order to establish the statewide voter file maintenance 
system and to ensure the continued accuracy of the statewide voter file, it 
shall be the duty of the boards of registrars to, on forms or in a manner 
prescribed by the director of the Office of Voter Registration: 


(1) Provide to said director the name, social security number (if such 
number is known), date of birth, address, political subdivision or voting place 
of each registered voter in their respective counties within one month after 
a written request from said director; 
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(2) Provide to said director the name, social security number, date of 
birth, address, political subdivision or voting place, place of previous reg- 
istration, if applicable, and date of registration of each newly registered voter 
as such voter is registered; 


(3) Provide to said director the name, social security number (if such 
number is known), date of birth, address, political subdivision or voting place 
of each voter purged from the list of registered voters as such voter’s name 
is removed from the list of active voters; 


(4) Provide to said director the name, social security number, date of 
birth, address, political subdivision or voting place and date of reidentification 
of every voter who reidentifies following a purge under Article 7, Chapter 
4, ave 17, Code of Alabama 1975, as such voter is returned to the active 
voter list. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating elections; however, those 
laws or parts of laws which are in direct conflict or inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
government, for interest on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1990. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1989-90 fisca! year to the state agency indicated, as the amounts 
to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu 
of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama 

tatutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown by 
the source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated 
to the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund 
sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required to 
achieve a specific o gion A program shall be directed to meeting the 
need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the ac- 
quisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have 
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an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest 
and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be 
expended only for such purposes. 


(e) “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, 
or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, 
municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for other 
functions of government, for the principal and interest on the public debt, 
and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990, to be 
paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and 
accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
and the total amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation 
is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as 
provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 through 
12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless of the ending 
date of any pay period which has been or may be established by the Legislature 
for the payment of salaries of state employees, the entire payment due shall 
be made from the fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date falls.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 
Mr. President: 


The House has passed the following Senate Bill and returns same 
herewith to the Senate: 


S.188. To amend Sections 11-3-1 and 36-3-4, Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, which provide for the terms of office of county commissioners 
so as to provide that beginning with the next term of office of each com- 
missioner, such term shall expire six days next following the day of the 
general election at which the successor to that office is elected and thereafter 
each such county commissioner shall hold his respective office from 12:01 
A.M. of the seventh day next following his election and until his successor 
is elected and qualified and to provide for a regular meeting of each county 
commission following the election of any one of its number.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public education 
in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990, and for the public debt, 
to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the 
amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in 
subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area 
and the total for all programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds 
other than the appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act.

SECTION 5. 


In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, contributions, or 
entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including grants by the 
Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any department, divi- 
sion, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer of the State of 
Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are recurring, are 
reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which 
the grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, municipal 
and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as deemed necessary 
by mutual agreement between said entities and the State of Alabama, Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially defray the cost of auditing services 
performed by said agency. All such sums are hereby appropriated and reappropriated 
if necessary to the Department of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, 
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He Ls expended through the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 
1975. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the State 
Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the law and rules 
and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds 
appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State Board of 

lucation in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. 
All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid on request by the Comptroller in 
the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law authorizing 
or permitting any college, school or other education or eleemosynary institution of 
the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, 
trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, 
collect or disburse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain

SECTION 8. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, commis- 
sions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make the transfer of funds 
to the State Personnel Department in the amounts enumerated in the General 
Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1990. 


SECTION 9. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other than the 
exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Section 41-4-93, 
shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following the fiscal year 
for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the credit of the ASETF 
or the trust fund from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 10. 


In the event that a court of competent jurisdiction should order the state of 
Alabama to repay any sales tax paid by any hospital for prescription drugs pursuant 
to Section 40-23-4.1, Code of Alabama 1975, or in the event negotiations among the 
interested parties should fail to reach a successful and satisfactory agreement, the 
Governor is hereby authorized to release funds from the ASETF in an amount 
sufficient for the repayment of any sales tax refunds. The amount of any such 
repayment shall be certified as ingly due by the Commissioner of Revenue to the 
Finance Director and the Governor. 


SECTION 11. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriation or 
appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall 
not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this 
Act or any other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.
